Sparks from Mark, Light the Renew Kindling 

The following is from the June 5, 2006 Word 
Among Us daily meditation: 

Do you know Jesus? The question may make us feel 
uncomfortable, either because it seems very 
personal in nature or because we really don’t know 
how to answer it. After all, how can anyone “know” 
the eternal Son of God? Immediately, we sense that 
knowing Jesus involves more than an intellectual 
grasp of his teachings or a familiarity with the story 
of his life, death, and resurrection. To say, “l know 
Jesus” is more like saying, “I know Emily. She’s my 
neighbor, ” or “I know my husband very well. ” 

A.s- daunting a question as this may seem, in reality 
it’s probably one of the most encouraging, hope- 
filled questions anyone could ever ask us. Why? 
Because knowing Jesus is not very hard at all. In 
fact, it’s very easy—not because Jesus is so 
compatible with us but because he wants us to know 
him. Jesus longs to have a personal relationship 
with us. 

So how do we get to know Jesus? One of the best 
ways is through his word in Scripture. Scripture 
does far more than convey information or tell a 
good, stirring story. It has the power to change us 
from the inside out. Every time we read the Bible, it 
is Jesus himself speaking to us—if we let him. He 
comes to fill our minds with his truth and his 


promises. He comes to free our hearts from 
hurtful desires, sinful enticements, and painful 
memories. 

To help encourage the members of the parish 
to "get to know Jesus" better, the RENEW 
program will start this fall in our parish, and 
most parishes in the Diocese. It involves a 
weekly, approximately 90 minute gathering of 
6-8 people, over each six week season. In your 
small community, you will read 
scripture, share your faith, pray and support 
one another in your faith journeys. These small 
communities enable you to grow in your 
relationship with Christ. 

Every member of the parish is encouraged to 
participate. It doesn't matter where you are in 
your faith journey, what your knowledge of the 
Bible is, or even if you've read the Bible. You 
simply need to accept the invitation. Then 
when you meet in your small community, if 
you want, you can share your thoughts on the 
scripture, what it means to you, what Jesus is 
saying to you, how it may change your life. 
You only share what you are comfortable 
sharing. You do not have to share. There is no 
right or wrong answers. 

The success of RENEW depends only on your 
participation in the small communities. 
However, if you would be interested in 
possibly doing more, the RENEW Core 
Committee, as listed in the June 4th bulletin, 
can always use help. We'll need small group 
leaders, invitation ministry and mission 
members, etc. Training will be provided. So 
please call any Core Committee member or the 
office for more information. 

By participating in RENEW, it will help you 
find your answer to the question "Do you 
know Jesus?"
